The town con- 
sists-of a fine, broad street, at the southern ex- 
tremity of which stands the church.

afew days, These and many other similar tracts 


are admirably adapted for stock raising, The 


oods and mosquitoes are their only drawback. 
With the éxception of these prairie lands the 
banks on ¢ither side are clothed with the forest. 
It ig indeed a strange sight for the traveller 
fresh from the Old World to see the exuberance 
of the vegetation on.this humid soil. He enters 
the wood by the. trail or path which has been cut 
thrdugh the dense ‘bush, and gazes silently at the 
wonders of the forest. The damp soil deprived 
of the sun is covered with moss, ground creepers, 
and a rich growth,of ferns of various species, 
and of rate luxuriance. Mingled with them are 
the berry bushes, the salall, the salmonberry, 
the raspberry, the huckleberry, ldaded with their 
lucious and many coloured fruits. Above the 
bushes rige the hazel and the maple, their light 
green leaves relieved by the mass. of darker 
folinge. ‘Verdant pendants of moss hang from 
the lower branches of the forest trees which, 
stretching upwards, towér far above all. things 
else, ragitting glimpses, .and but glimpses, of 
the blue sky overhead. 

Thirty4ive miles above Langley ‘the Fraser 
receives the waters of Harrison River, Here is 
therfirst divergence in the route to the Cariboo 
mines ;—one road going by way of Harrison 
River, Douglas, the lakes and Lillooet—the other 
by way of the Fraser, Hope, Yale and Lytton. 
Thé former is the more convenient, and the more 
diréct. [From the mouth of Harrison River to 
Doogls distance of 50 miles, 7 by the river, 
the remainder by: Harrison Lake, This isa no- 
ble sheet of water, remarkable for its rugged 
beauty. | At the end of the lake is the town of 
Douglas, the termination of the river earriage, 
and commencement of the waggon road. Doug- 
las lies in a narrow valley between two ranges 
of mountains, and though small, much traffic 
daily passes through it. The trees round the 
town are remarkably fine, and the white pine 
lamber ¢ut by the saw-mill is‘ mach esteemed, 
sone of it having been already exported to San 
Francis¢o. A magistrate and toll. collector are 
refident here ; and a pretty little church. bas 
lately been erected. 

‘The first portage from Douglas to Lillooet is 
29} -miles.’ Roadside houses abound on it, where 
fopd and shelter may be obtained. The cost of 
each meal isone dullar, At the inn 20 miles 
from Douglas there is a hot mineral spring, said 
to be very efficacions in cases of rheamatism. 
Ith chief constituents are sulphur and soda, The 
pértage terminates at the Tenass Lake, across 

ich the traveller is conveyed in a small boat ; 
thence a portage of a mile and a balf conducts 
him to Lillooet Lake. The inconvenience of this 
pértion of the roate will shortly be obviated. 
The Tenass Lake is connected with, Lake Lil- 
lovet by a short and rapid river of 1} miles in 
length. It is expected that the powerful steamer 
just built on Lillooet Lake will be able to stem 
its strong current, at least during the summer 
months when the water: is high, *and thus navi- 
gate the whole distance from the foot of Tenass 


Take to the head of Lake Lillovet,,-a distance of 
se | niles. 
' The general direction of Lake Lillooet is N. 


At the head of Lake ‘Lillooct stands the village 
of Pémberton, Next a wagon-road takes the 
traveller over the second portage 26 miles long. 
There is a fine tract of prairie land in the neigh- 
borh of Pemberton known as “ the meadows,” 
i oa or 8 mileg long, and from half a mile to o 
pile wide. The land is fertile and produces 
gras ‘abundantly ; it is also well suited for cul- 
tivation. There are now 12 farms taken up. 
The road starting in a westerly direction pres- 
ently approaches the river, which fiows from N. 
E. to join Lillooet Lake. A little beyoud the 
Half-way-House we pass the watershed of this 
distri¢t, which is 1482 feet above the level of 
the sea. From the road the trayeller will see 
én hig right a roaring cataract descending. the 
mouolaine from their snowy summit. The stream 
dividés on reaching the valley, part flowing S. 
W. and part N.E.; the former rynning down the 
walley we have been ascending, through Lakes 
‘Lillooet and Harrison into the Fraser, the latter 
making its way through Anderson and Seaton 
dnto the river just below Lillooet, The road 
mow descends to Lake Anderson. The name is 
mot romantic, but few scenes in nature can sur- 
pass its beauty, at once sublime and) tender, 
tespecially as seen in the freshness of a spring 
‘morning as the sun crests the mountain peaks, 
ere its rays descend upon the calm waters of 
ithe lake below. Its lerigth is 16 miles, direction 
mear N. and 8S. Lake Seaton, tlie last in the 
iseries, is 14 miles long, general direction N. and 
EB. ; jit is winding, rugged and) pictaresque. 
Pro bly this lake will be connected with Lake 
‘Anderson some future day : they are only a mile 
and @ half apart. A new steamer is building on 
‘Lake Seaton. Four miles further on is the town 
:of Li * Hitherto our way from Douglas 
bas Been ap a defile or pass hemmed in by stu- 


beliind the town, the spectator has as fine a view 
lof highland scenery as he could wish. To the 
| left the golden sanded Fraser rools his tempes- 
some distance off @ mountain 
range (a branch of the Cascade) skirts his left 
bank. , Westward to the right St. Mary’s Mount | 
lifts its pine-clad peaks far into the; clear blue 
sky. Further.south stands Mount Brew, (3009ft) 
a noble mountain ; his mantle varies with the 
changing year, light green in the apting, and 
yellow when autumn paints the deciduous | trees 
on his bank with gold, bat his lofty brow re- 
mains crowned with snow during most of the 
year. In front, beyond the town, the spectator 
observes a series of plains, partly enclosed and 
blossoming.into gardens, while far away the 
view is bounded by the mazy windings of the 
Fraser, as he is lost to sight among the distagt 
hills. i 
'Lillooet, thongh by no means a large towp, | 
shows signs of progress Its average white | 
population is 350. Much traffic passes through 
this town, as Lillooet divides with Yale the busi- 
ness of forwarding goods to the mining districts. 
The soil in the neighborhood is light, but when 
watered proves abundantly fertile, ¢ereals thrive 
aud even tomatoes, melons, &c., come to matur- 
ity in the open air. Indications, of mineral 
wealth are.traced in the surrounding mountains, 
and coarse gold has been found both in Bridge 
River to the north, and Cayoosh (reek to the 
south of the town ; probably important discoy- 
eries will be breaght to light as soon as the Car- 
iboo exeitement abating, miners give themselves 
time to prospect in these parts. Lillooet is the 
most central town in the Colony ; it bas the ad- 
vantage of being a most agreeable place of re- 
sidence. The climate is clear.and regular ; gen- 
erally speaking the sky is without a cloud 
throughout most of the year. The .winters are 
for the most part clear and cloudless, while the 
summer heat is tempered.by the mountain breeze. 
I most add that it is remarkably healthy ; nor jn 
enumerating the advantages of Lillooet as a 
place of residence, must we -forget. these two, 
that while some of the other towns are enclosed 
by mountain or forest, here is ample room to 
walk or ride ; and while many other places are 
in summer infested with mosquitoes, | Lillooet’ is 
free from these tormenting insects. 

Having thus brought the traveller to Lillooct: 
tia Douglas, I mnst now conduct ‘him by the 
ither route, through Hope and Yale to the up- 
per country, from the point where tlie lines di-, 
verge, viz: at the mouth of Hatrison River: 
From that point there is nothing worthy of men- 
tion until Hope is reached, at a distance of 95 
iniles from the mouth of the river. Until lately 
it was a flourishing little place, bat the gold: 
bearing country to the east, Similkameen, having 
now been deserted for Cariboo, and it having 
been found impractigable for the present to open 
a ronte direct to the/ upper country from Hope, 
tia Kamloops, most of the traders lave left the 
place, and repaired to Yale, 15 (miles above, 
No one, however, donbts that Hope will flourish 
again as soon asthe Okanagan country to the 
east, of which it is the natural outlet to the Fra- 
ser, becomes inhabited. A. short distance from 
Hope, a silver mine is being worked, which is 
expected to prove highly remunérative. . Yale 
(right bank) the head of river navigation, is sita- 
ated ina narrow gorge of. striking grandeur. 
Though not very large, Yale is a thriving and 
busy place, and large quantities of goods and 
not a few passengers pass through it daily, ip 
the.summer, to the upper country. From the 
river near the town, a large quantity of gold bas 
been taken, chiefly from Hill’s Bar, so fambug 
in 1858. ‘These bars have, however, ceased to 
yield any large returns, and are consequently 








nway by the attractions of the northern gold- 
fields. “This town like most of the others in the 
Colony, possesses a resident magistrate and p 
clergyman. ; 


Leaving Yale by the mule-road, now being 
converted into a wagon-road, the traveller pas- 
ses through a gorge or cleft in the mountains, 
known as the little canon, where the Fraser forces 
its way throogh the Cascade Range. The road 
is hewn in many parts out of the immense slides 
from the mountains, and one of solid granite ris- 
ing abroptly from the river. “ When’ completed 
this road will be reckoned among the triumphs 
of engineering skill and human art. The preci- 
pitous mountains of the Cascade Range stand 
steep ahd stern around : below the surging 
Fraser hurries along e 

‘‘ Though much he fret, and chaffe, and toil, ' 

Till all his eddying currents. boil.’’ 
Here the Indians may be seen catching salmon ; 
their picturesque wooden patforms susperided 
above the stream, they sit with ropes tied round 
their waists to prevent them falling to certain 
destruction.
